Representatives from three area chapters of Soroptimist 
International of the Americas came together in front of the 
Mendocino County Courthouse Friday to attempt to give voice to 
the voiceless. 

The gathering was part of the first U.S. National Day of Human 
Trafficking Awareness, which was created by the organization to 
raise awareness about the sex trafficking of women and girls. 

“Soroptimists around the world are picketing today in trans- 
portation centers where the women and girls are shipped through,” 
said Jessica Kimball, Ukiah Chapter member. “We don’t have a 
large airport here so we’re in front of the courthouse to let people 
know.” 

According to U.S. government estimates, 800,000 to 900,000 
victims are trafficked globally each year, and 17,500 to 18,500 are 
trafficked into the United States annually. 

Soroptimist, which means “best for women,” is an international 
organization for business and professional women who work to 
improve the lives of women and girls, in local communities and 
throughout the world. Almost 95,000 Soroptimists in about 120 
countries and territories contribute time and financial support to 
community-based and international projects that benefit women 
and girls. 

Linda Simon, president of the Yokayo Sunrise Chapter, was one 
of the representatives who turned out to show support by holding 
placards on State Street advocating the cause. 

Simon said the event is the culmination of years of work on the

subject by the organization. 

“We’ve been talking about this problem for about 10 years, but 
this is the first year all the chapters have done something on the 
same day,” she said. 

Spokeswoman and former Mendocino County Supervisor 
Marilyn Butcher said the problem remains largely hidden because 
of the secretive nature of the crimes. 

“The secretive and hidden nature makes it hard to prosecute,” 
she said. “These poor women and children are tricked into coming 
or just plain kidnapped.” 

Kimball said people who want to help stop human trafficking in 
their own communities can start by taking a look around their com- 
munities. 

“You hope in Ukiah that there aren’t any,” she said. “Sometimes 
people come from somewhere else and it doesn’t work out and all 
of a sudden, this is their lives. If they feel they see someone in this 
position they should let them know there are safe houses and 
places they can be helped.”

Sheriff to ask 
supervisors 
for $500,000

Next month, Mendocino County Sheriff 
Tom Allman plans to ask the Board of 
Supervisors for $500,000 to pay salaries for 
recently hired deputies. 

During last year’s budget cycle, the board 
withheld $500,000 from the sheriff’s budget 
because of unfilled deputy positions. The 
money was put in a contingency fund in case it 
was needed later. 

In December, Allman hired four deputies to 
fill empty positions, and the Sheriff’s Office 
will swear in four more deputies on Monday. 

The board was scheduled to hear from 
Allman on his need for the money at its 
Tuesday meeting, but Allman said Friday the 
item had been postponed until the middle of 
the budgetary year in early February. 

Full staff at the Sheriff’s Office is 47 
deputies. Recent recruitment has focused on 
finding qualified deputies to serve in the coun- 
ty’s more rural areas such as Anderson Valley, 
the South Coast, Laytonville, Potter Valley and 
Covelo. 

Resident deputies make up close to 25 per- 
cent of the total staff at the Sheriff’s Office. 


BLM plans 
hikes to view 
bald eagles

The Bureau of Land Management will be 
leading hikes into the Cache Creek Natural 
Area later this month and in February to 
view the bald eagles that stop there to rest on 
their way to their summer breeding grounds. 

“They’re in their migration pattern,” said 
BLM Park Ranger Larry Ames. “They use 
Cache Creek to rest up and eat before they 
continue north.” 

The hikes in January will be on the 19th 
and the 26th. In addition, there will be hikes 
on Feb. 2, 9, 10, 16 and 23. All hikes start at 
10 a.m. and leave from Redbud Trailhead, 
eight miles east of Clearlake Oaks. 

Ames said Cache Creek is an ideal spot 
for the eagles to rest because it is a rugged, 
steep-sided canyon without roads or houses 
and there is plenty of food. 

“It’s very safe,” Ames said. “There’s a lot 
of fish in Cache Creek,” he added. 

The eagles are currently in the middle of 
their migration north from their winter habi- 
tat. Ames said the birds migrate between 
December and February with winter homes 
as far south as Catalina Island and summer 
homes as far north as British Columbia. 

Ames warned that hikers are not likely to 
see huge numbers of birds at one time 
because they are migrating and are not pre- 
sent in large groups. 

“What we usually see is one or two 
birds,” he said. “We usually see them in 
flight.” 

The four-mile hikes usually last between 
three and four hours and include a 600-foot 
climb in the first mile. According to BLM 
reports, hikers should be in good physical 
condition, wear boots suitable for wet trails 
and prepare for cold weather. 

In addition to eagle viewing, hikers will 
also be able to see tule elk, golden eagles, 
red tailed hawks, osprey, herons and egrets. 

Anyone wishing to participate is asked to 
contact the BLM Ukiah Field Office at 468- 
4000 as the hikes are limited to 25 hikers per 
day. 

Hikes may be canceled due to rainy 
weather, according to BLM reports.

Bush tours biblical holy sites in Israel 
after 2 days of Mideast diplomacy 


SEA OF GALILEE, Israel (AP) — After two days immersed 
in the intense and arcane world of Mideast peacemaking, 
President Bush on Friday toured holy sites, listening as robed 
clerics read him biblical passages about Jesus’ days of ministry 
there centuries ago. Bush visited Capernaum, a site where Jesus 
is said to have performed miracles. The president gazed across 
the Sea of Galilee where Jesus is claimed to have walked on 
water. He toured the site of an ancient synagogue and joked and 
held hands with nuns outside the Church of the Beatitudes, a 
place where Jesus delivered his famed “Sermon on the Mount.” 

Asked how it felt to walk in Jesus’ footsteps, Bush replied 
“Amazing experience.” 

During the visit, Bush was given a crystal statue inscribed 
with words from the sermon, recounted in Matthew Chapter 5: 
“Blessed are those who are peacemakers for they will be called 
children of god.” 

Earlier in the day, Bush became misty-eyed as he toured the 
Yad Vashem Holocaust memorial in Jerusalem. The president, 
who first visited the memorial in 1998 when he was governor 
of Texas, was wearing a yarmulke as he rekindled an eternal 
flame and placed a red-white-and-blue wreath on a stone slab 
that covers ashes of Holocaust victims taken from six extermi- 
nation camps. 


Republican rivals back a blend of tax 
and spending cuts to head-off recession 


MYRTLE BEACH, S.C. (AP) — Republican presidential 
rivals backed a blend of tax and spending cuts Thursday night 
to head off an election-year recession they generally agreed is 
avoidable. “We should reduce taxes on middle-income 
Americans immediately,” former Massachusetts Gov. Mitt 
Romney said in a debate in the run-up to presidential primaries 
in Michigan and South Carolina, two states where unemploy- 
ment exceeds the national average. 

“The first thing is not to raise taxes,” said former Arkansas 
Gov. Mike Huckabee. “Cut the marginal tax rate, if anything, 
and eventually go to a fair tax,” he added, referring to his plan 
for a national sales tax to replace the income tax. 

Arizona Sen. John McCain stressed spending cuts to get the 
budget deficit under control, although he also said it was impor- 
tant not to let Bush administration-era tax cuts expire. He 
pledged to “wield the veto pen” and block all pork barrel spend- 
ing bills that Congress sends him. 

While the debate was held in South Carolina, the Michigan 
primary is next on the campaign calendar, a contest in which 
Romney, Huckabee and McCain are the principal antagonists. 
It’s unlikely all of them can survive a defeat there, particularly 
a third-place finish. 

South Carolina’s primary is scheduled for Jan. 19, and drawn 
a different group of competitors. Former Sen. Fred Thompson 
of Tennessee has made it clear he needs a victory or something 
close to it, while McCain and Huckabee also are counting on a 
strong showing. Romney abruptly canceled television advertis- 
ing in the state earlier this week, and is concentrating for the 
moment on Michigan. 


Democrats looking at tax rebates, 
benefit boosts to stimulate economy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Democrats controlling Congress 
are looking at tax rebates, extended unemployment benefits and 
more food stamps to stimulate the sagging economy. 

But even as momentum builds behind those ideas — with 
President Bush increasingly open to proposing a stimulus pack- 
age later this month — the effort is fraught with election-year 
risks for both Democrats and Republicans. 

Any politician who promises action on the economy had bet- 
ter deliver. Failure to enact those or other pump-priming mea- 
sures, which is possible, will register with voters increasingly 
alarmed about their own well-being. 

On the other hand, not trying is a losing strategy too. 
Democrats see little choice but to make the effort. 

“There’s a risk in doing nothing and a risk in doing some- 
thing,” said Illinois Rep. Rahm Emmanuel, who heads the 
House Democrats’ campaign organization. “I'll take the risk of

doing something for middle-class families versus the risk of 
doing nothing.” 


Sir Edmund Hillary, man who was first 
to climb to top of Mount Everest, dies 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand (AP) — Sir Edmund Hillary, 
the first person to stand atop the world’s highest mountain, was 
remembered Friday as a deeply driven but unassuming man 
who strived to help the people of Nepal in the decades after his 
ascent of Mount Everest. 

Hillary, who died of a heart attack at 88, will have a state 
funeral in New Zealand, where he began the mountaineering 
career that took him and Sherpa Tenzing Norgay to the tallest 
point on earth, a spokesman for his family said. 

He is survived by his children Peter and Sarah and wife, 
June, who said Friday that her family was comforted by the 
messages of support from around the world. 

She said Hillary had been hospitalized on Monday and died 
peacefully. 

“He remained in good spirits until the end,” she said. 


Abu Ghraib officer says investigation 
of abuse at prison didn’t go far enough 


BALTIMORE (AP) — The revelation that the Army threw 
out the conviction of the only officer court-martialed in the Abu 
Ghraib scandal renewed outrage from human rights advocates 
who complained that not enough military and civilian leaders 
were held accountable for the abuse of Iraqi prisoners. 

Those critics found an unlikely ally in the officer himself, Lt. 
Col. Steven L. Jordan, whose conviction on a minor charge of 
disobeying an order was dismissed this week, leaving him with 
only an administrative reprimand. 

Jordan told The Associated Press on Thursday he believes 
many officers and enlisted soldiers did not face adequate scruti- 
ny in the investigation that led to convictions against 11 sol- 
diers, none with a rank higher than staff sergeant. 

He said the probe was “not complete” and that a link between 
abusive interrogations at Abu Ghraib and in military prisons at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, and in Afghanistan was not adequate- 
ly established. 

If rough interrogation techniques were taught to the soldiers 
who abused prisoners at Abu Ghraib, Jordan said, “the question 
at that point is, who’s responsible for that? Is it Donald 
Rumsfeld? (Lt.) Gen. (Ricardo) Sanchez? ... I don’t know.” 


Opposition party calls for protests 
across Kenya after mediation effort fails 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — Kenya’s main opposition party 
called Friday for mass rallies nationwide in the wake of the 
African Union’s failure to resolve a deadly election dispute. 

Spokesman Tony Gachoka said the party will “declare the 
resumption of mass protest against illegal presidential results.” 

The protests are a response to the failure of AU mediation 
talks to resolve the presidential election dispute that has left 
more than 500 people dead in riots and ethnic violence. 

Previous opposition attempts to rally have been blocked by 
police firing tear gas, water cannons and live ammunition over 
people’s heads. The Dec. 27 election returned President Mwai 
Kibaki to power for another five-year term, with his opponent, 
Raila Odinga, coming in a close second after a vote tally that 
foreign observers say was rigged. 


Consumer confidence sinks to record 
low over worry about jobs, energy costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Consumer confidence fell to an all- 
time low as worries about jobs, energy bills and home foreclo- 
sures darkened people’s feelings about the country’s economic 
health and their own financial well-being. 

According to the RBC Cash Index, confidence tumbled to a 
mark of 56.3 in early January. That compares with a reading of 
65.9 in December — and a benchmark of 100 — and was the 
worst since the index began in 2002. 

“People are anxious because everything sounds pretty awful 
these days,” said Bill Cheney, chief economist at John Hancock 
Financial Services Group. 

Economists cited several factors for consumers’ gloomy out- 
look: 

—AHiring practically stalled in December, pushing the unem- 
ployment rate to 5 percent, a two-year high, the government 
reported last week.

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Moved by multiple deaths, 
pastor orders men to see

COLUMBUS, Ohio -- 
After the fourth death in a 
week, Keith Troy decided 
enough was enough. 

Midway through Sunday 
services, he looked out at his 
congregation and asked all 
the men to rise. Then he 
asked: Would the deacons 
and associate ministers please 
assemble in the aisles with 
paper and pencil? Would 
every man write down his 
name and a phone number 
where he could be reached? 

Too many church men 
were dying of preventable ill- 
nesses related to poor health, 
Troy told the congregation at 
New Salem Missionary 
Baptist Church, a predomi- 
nantly black church of about 
4,500 members, including 
about 900 adult men. 

Their pastor of 24 years 
issued a simple order: Every 
man in the congregation will 
see a doctor in the next three 
months. If they can’t afford 
it, the church will help pay. If 
transportation is a problem, 
someone from the church will 
drive them. 

“But one way or another,” 
Troy said that Sunday in late 
November, “every man in 
this church will be checked 
out.” 

“Amen,” parishioners 
responded. “Amen.” 

The last straw had come 
three days earlier when 
Roland Burks, 58, died of 
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and if not, what are we 
doing?” 

He said he stood in the 
pulpit that Sunday and hap- 
pened to see two doctors, 
members of the church, in the 
congregation. 

“Tt just kind of came to 
me,” Troy said. “We didn’t 
have 900 meetings about it -- 
it was just one of those 
moments of inspiration.”

and women from any other 
group.

Last year, the Baptist

In Colorado, Denver’s 
Center for African-American 
Health works with about 80 
black churches to increase 
awareness among parish- 
ioners about preventing dia- 
betes, heart problems and 
other chronic diseases. 

“When the message comes 
from the church and the pas- 
tor, it comes with a very 
important push behind it and 
people do tend to trust that 
message,” said Dr. Michelle 
Gourdine, a member of 
Union Bethel African 
Methodist Episcopal Church 
and the deputy secretary of 
health for Maryland. The 
1,300-member church in 
Randallstown, Md., offers 
annual programs on reducing 
cholesterol and high-blood 
pressure and runs a 10-week 
exercise class for just $10. 

Fear of being perceived as

More CIA 
torture videos 


By any basic definition of criminal obstruc- 
tion of justice, the CIA did just that in 2005 by 
destroying videotapes made in its secret pris- 
ons. 

This internationally criticized removal of 
hard evidence of CIA tortures is supposedly 
under official investigation by the Justice 
Department in partnership with the CIA. 
There is also a second investigation by com- 
mittees of Congress. But the latter was at first 
limited by Attorney General Michael 
Mukasey's refusal to turn over to Congress 
records and witnesses of possible Justice 
Department involvement. 

Now that Mukasey has apparently relented, 
Democratic Sen. Joe Biden is right in calling 
for a special counsel. For instance, the Justice 
Department allowed the CIA to engage in 
such practices as waterboarding (shown in the 
vanished CIA tapes). Those 2002 permissions 
were withdrawn the following year but secret- 
ly reinstituted by the Justice Department in 
2005. And in a classified executive order in 
July 2006, the president, without objection 
from the Justice Department, has allowed 
CIA's secret prisons to remain open, and we 
don't know what's going on in them. 

As for Congress's investigation, it was that 
body in 2005 (the Detainees Treatment Act) 
and in 2006 (the Military Commissions Act) 
that further expanded the use of "coercive 
interrogations" by the CIA and other armed 
services. 

Whether an independent special prosecutor 
will be appointed, with a credibility the CIA 
and Congress do not have, depends on 
Mukasey. As of this writing, he says he 
prefers to wait until the current compromised 
investigations, as I call them, are concluded. 
But he is strongly disinclined to bring in a 
special counsel. 

In any case, Democratic Sen. Richard 
Durbin of Illinois has opened another impor- 
tant dimension of discovering other documen- 
tation of the CIA's violations of our own anti- 
torture statute and corollary international 
treaties we have signed. Writing to Mukasey 
on Dec. 12, Durbin points out that: 

"According to (the) Chicago Tribune, the 
interrogation of a detainee who was allegedly 
rendered to Egypt by the CIA may have been 
recorded." These CIA kidnapping "renditions" 
to a number of countries known to torture 
prisoners have been widely documented by 
human rights organizations and the press 
(both in this country and abroad). 

Therefore, Durbin's letter to the attorney 
general continues: "This raises questions 
whether Egypt or other countries to which the 
CIA has rendered detainees have made video 
or audio recordings of these detainees being 
interrogated -- and whether such recordings 
have been destroyed by or at the request of the 
CIA." 

Durbin asks Mukasey that the Justice 
Department's inquiry into the CIA's own 
destruction of such videos in 2005 now "be 
expanded to cover" visual and/or audio tapes 
of coercive interrogations in other countries 
the CIA has depended on to "break" prisoners 
it is unable to. 

A similar letter was sent by Durbin on Dec. 
12 to Gen. Michael Hayden, director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, also asking 
whether other countries to which the CIA has 
rendered prisoners have recordings of the spe- 
cial interrogation techniques that were used 
on them. 

In that letter to Hayden, Durbin makes sev- 
eral intriguing points. First, "you acknowl- 
edge that in 2002 the CIA videotaped interro- 
gations of detainees, but you asserted that 
‘videotaping stopped in 2002."" 

However, he adds, "According to The 
Chicago Tribune, Abu Omar was detained in 
February 2003, and he believes that his 
Egyptian interrogators recorded 'the sounds of 
my torture and my cries." 

Durbin then asks Hayden a fair question: 
"Indeed, if the CIA renders a detainee to a for- 
eign country for the purpose of interrogation, 
it seems reasonable to expect that the CIA 
would monitor the interrogation by video or 
audio recording or other means." 

After all, since the CIA regards itself as a 
premier intelligence organization, in the 
process of sending a prisoner it believes has 
extremely valuable information to be extract- 
ed in another country, surely the CIA would 
want proof from that country of the informa- 
tion it had wrenched from the prisoner. 

Durbin also asks Hayden: "Have any such 
recordings been reviewed to verify compli- 
ance with diplomatic assurances by those 
countries (to the United States) not to torture 
detainees?" 

The letters to Hayden and Mukasey ask for 
replies no later than Dec. 19. As of this writ- 
ing, I have no information that answers have 
been received. A similar letter by Durbin has 
been sent to Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice with the same deadline.

Despite EPA, smart 


caretakers will be green 


A new open letter to the world's automakers: 

Well, you didn't listen to the last missive from this 
column, published in many California newspapers last 
fall. As a result, you wasted several months and mil- 
lions of dollars in legal fees arguing that California's 
new greenhouse gas regulations are illegal because 
they might conflict with federal fuel economy rules. 

U.S. District Court Judge Anthony Ishii essentially 
laughed your arguments out of his Fresno courtroom 
in December, echoing an earlier decision by fellow 
federal Judge William K. Sessions II in Vermont. 
Both jurists held you had no case. 

But now you're feeling good again, because the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, in keeping 
with President Bush's longtime denial that climate 
change is real, refused this month to grant California 
permission to enforce its new law, denying permission 
at the same time for 16 other states that are on record 
wanting to adopt the same measure. 

But you must know this: just because President 
Bush has been a longtime denier of the reality of glob- 
al warming doesn't mean his successor, regardless of 
party, will take a similarly troglodytic approach. 

This means even if California loses its lawsuit to 
overturn the EPA decision, it still won't be long before 
you have to modify your cars and trucks to reduce the 
amounts of carbon dioxide (CO2) and other green- 
house gases they emit. To do this, your vehicles will 
have to become even more fuel efficient that required 
by the new federal energy regulations Bush has just 
okayed, rules that won't force you to reach their ulti- 
mate goal of an average of 35 miles per gallon until 
2020. 

Since it's obvious you're going to have to change 
the specifications of your cars pretty soon anyway, 
why not start doing it now? Why keep resisting when 
you know you'll have to do it anyway? 

For the long-term truth here is that you will only be 
able to stay in business in California and much of 
America (the 17 states now wanting to implement 
California's standards account for well over half the 
automotive sales in this country) if you build cleaner 
and more efficient cars, trucks and sport utility vehi- 
cles. 

The truly smart car companies out there will begin 
building the cars of the future as soon as they can, tak- 
ing advantage of consumers’ predictable desire to 
reduce their need for high-priced gasoline. 

There's a reason why Toyota has surpassed General 
Motors in the last year or so as the leading seller of 
cars in America: Years before it had to, that Japanese 
company dared to bet on the intelligence and environ- 
mental consciousness of U.S. citizens and built the 
hybrid Prius, which eventually became a hot seller. 
Toyota will soon offer hybrid versions of all its mod- 
els. 

Which demonstrates that it can be done, that mak- 
ing fuel efficient, cleaner cars is both possible and a 
wise economic move. 

Aping Toyota, the rest of you also now offer a 
bunch of hybrids, none as popular as the Prius, which 
leads the hybrid market because of its quality and 
because it got a leg up on the competition. 

Now there's a chance for someone else to leapfrog 
Toyota by hastening the commercial appearance of 
hydrogen fuel cell cars, one of which will be offered 
soon by Honda on a lease-only basis. Market these in 
quantity and with all the amenities motorists enjoy, 
like air conditioning and and keyless entry and power 
windows and locks and GPS systems and leather seats 
and consumers who like to stay on the cutting edge 
will buy them, with masses of others to follow. 

But instead of this, you've had your pet senators 
from car-producing states work to make the new fed- 
eral rules less stringent than they could have been and 
you've argued fruitlessly that the California regula- 
tions - remember, they will be enforceable soon 
whether you or President Bush's EPA director like it or 
not - will force you to make two kinds of cars, one 
type for California and another for some other places. 

But doing just this never bothered you before. 
Remember the days of California cars and "49-state 
cars" that didn't meet this state's tougher smog stan- 
dards? Plus, you can short-circuit this entire problem 
by selling California cars everywhere. 

The bottom line is that the company that acts on the 
California standards first will be the one that does best 
for years, maybe decades, afterward. Those that fight 
hardest against the new reality will become dinosaurs, 
perhaps even moving into the automotive boneyard 
now occupied by the likes of Kaiser, Studebaker, NSU 
and Daihatsu. 

So do yourself a favor and get with the future, 
which as usual takes its cues from California. Cease 
the obstructionism that has seen you resist every new 
smog control tactic ever tried. 

Act logically for once and we'll all get relief from 
your incessant lawsuits and start doing more of our 
share to keep this planet habitable.

historical distrust of the pro- 
fession. Concerns about the 
cost of medical care also play 
a part. A 2004 survey by the 
Ohio Department of Health 
found that more than one in 
four black men in Ohio were 
uninsured, compared with 
fewer than one in five white 
men. 

“We don’t generally seek 
out health care unless we 
become incapacitated,” said 
Dr. Augustus Parker, a black 
physician and a member of 
New Salem. “I got a bum 
knee?’ -- you wait until it’s 
bone on bone and you can’t 
walk. ’That chest pain I 
have? I just drink a bottle of 


Maalox and I feel better.” 

Troy’s order made Jimmy 
Logan, a church volunteer 
who helps handle parking on 
Sundays and a friend of 
Burks, realize that if he wants 
to continue serving others, 
he’d better look out for him- 
self first. 

He went to the doctor and 
had an arthritic knee drained 
but otherwise got a clean bill 
of health. 

“Tt’s one thing to preach 
the gospel, it’s another thing 
to also have a sincere heart of 
caring while you’re doing 
that,” said Logan, 46, an 
adviser at a bank. “The com- 
bination of the two has left 
many of us just speechless.” 

Troy’s call to medical 
action was not the first time 
he’s departed from his 
Sunday script. In June, he 


asked all teenagers to stand 
up and talk about what they 
wanted to do with their lives 
after a boy in the congrega- 
tion was murdered two weeks 
before graduation. 

Since word got out about 
what he said that day from 
the pulpit, other churches 
have called for information, 
and local hospitals have 
asked if they can help. 

Troy gets weekly updates 
on how many men have seen 
a doctor so far. He doesn’t 
have a count yet, but says 
many of the church’s men 
have participated. 

As for himself? The 54- 
year-old pastor sees a physi- 
cian annually and considers 
himself in good health.

and lost to Indianapolis 38-34 
on Joseph Addai’s touchdown 
with 60 seconds to go, fol- 
lowed by Marlin Jackson’s 
interception with 24 seconds 
left. 

So from the first play of 
this regular season until the 
last, Belichick’s “60 Minutes” 
mantra was implanted in their 
minds. 

“Teams are too good and 
athletes are too good at this 
level to not finish the game 
off,” Patriots linebacker Mike 
Vrabel said. “We’ve seen 
other teams come back on us, 
not this year but certainly as 
soon as last year.” 

Their closest call in their 
16-0 season came on a 
Monday night in Baltimore. 

Trailing 24-20, Brady 
threw an 8-yard touchdown 
pass to Jabar Gaffney with 44 
seconds left. 

“Bill does a great job of 
putting us in those situations 
in practice,” Gaffney said. 
“When they happen, it’s all 
about your keeping your com- 
posure.” 

The Jaguars already have 
their last-minute playoff win. 

They squandered an 18- 


point lead — just as the 
Patriots did in the AFC title 
game — but came back to 


beat the Steelers on Scobee’s 
kick. 

“Its a 60-minute game,” 
said Jaguars quarterback 
David Garrard, whose 32- 
yard run with 1:56 left set up 
the winning kick. “You can’t 
get bent out of shape early on 
because things happen. 
Maybe you don’t play it per- 
fect every play, but you move 
on and continue the process. 
You never know, maybe they 
slip up.” 

With the Patriots, that 
rarely happens late in the 
game. 

They won two Super 
Bowls on field goals — one 
on the last play, the other with 
4 seconds left. They clinched 
another by recovering an 
onside kick and intercepting a 
pass in the last 2 minutes. 

“I mean, honestly, do you 
think we would ever tell our 
team, ‘Just 50 this week, fel- 
las? That’s all we need. Just 
45 and then we'll take a quar-

ter off.’ We always try to play 
60 minutes,” said Belichick, 
in his eighth season as head 
coach. “We talked about that 
in 2000 and every year since 
then in every game.” 

His team is chasing an 
unprecedented start-to-finish 
feat: the first 19-0 season in 
NFL history. The 1972 Miami 
Dolphins were the only team 
to finish the regular season 
and playoffs unbeaten when 
they went 17-0. 

The Jaguars would love to 
keep it that way. They already 
made NFL history as the only 
team to win twice at 
Pittsburgh in the same season. 

“We have a tougher chal- 
lenge on our hands ahead of 
us this week and that is what 
we are worried about,” run- 
ning back Maurice Jones- 
Drew said. “You can’t live in 
the past.” 

The emphasis figures to be 
on whether Brady, Randy 
Moss and the Patriots’ top- 
ranked passing attack can 
outscore Jones-Drew, Fred 
Taylor and the Jaguars’ sec- 
ond-ranked running game. 

Jacksonville is a bigger 
team that plays a physical 
game. New England is older, 
especially at linebacker. The 
Jaguars will be without their 
most experienced linebacker, 
Mike Peterson, who will miss 
his eighth consecutive game 
with a broken right hand. 

“T always say youth is 
overrated,” 35-year-old 
Patriots safety Rodney 
Harrison said, “because you 
can run fast, but if you don’t 
know where you’re going, 
guess what? You’re just run- 
ning in circles.” 

Harrison was in the right 
spot last season to secure a 
24-21 win at Jacksonville that 
clinched the AFC East title for 
the Patriots, who finished at 
12-4. Naturally, it came down 
to the final minutes when he 
recovered Garrard’s fumble 
with 1:46 left. 

On Saturday, the Jaguars 
will face a better team. 

“They just added 
weapons,” Jacksonville coach 
Jack Del Rio said. “Last year 
that team was beaten a couple 
times and didn’t end up win- 
ning the Super Bowl. I think 
they took that and went into 
this year with more determi- 
nation and resolve than ever, 
and you see the result.”

Stocks fall sharply amid worries 
over investment bank writedowns

NEW YORK Wall 
Street plunged again Friday 
amid renewed fears that the 
financial sector’s troubles 
with bad credit won’t soon 
end and that some consumers 
are buckling under the weight 
of a slowing economy. The 
major indexes each lost more 
than 1 percent, including the 
Dow Jones industrials, which 
finished down nearly 250 
points. 

The arrival of quarterly 
earnings reports has investors 
worried about how banks and 
brokerages have fared after 
suffering losses in the col- 
lapse of the subprime mort- 
gage market. Traders 
appeared to grow more pes- 
simistic ahead of reports due 
next week from the nation’s 
biggest financial institutions. 


“When Amex comes out 
and says that some of their 
well-to-do cardholders are 
having problems making pay- 
ments that’s just not good 
news,” said Brandon Thomas, 
chief investment officer of 
Portfolio Management 
Consultants, the investment 
arm of Envestnet Asset 
Management. 

Friday’s session revealed 
the extent of misgivings about 
Wall Street’s efforts to sew up 
its troubles. Bank of America 
Corp. agreed Friday to buy 
Countrywide Financial Corp. 
for $4 billion, a deal that res- 
cues the country’s largest 
mortgage lender but pays less 
than the company’s market 
value.
